 Kornering 
a taste for 
the blues 


The late lamented Alexis Korner first came 


to notice 20 years ago as a champion of 
the blues, but I already knew his name. 
in 1956 or sO, as a jazzsmitten 
schoolboy, J had bought an EP..of solos 
by the great boogie pianist Meade Lux 
Lewis, with sleeve notes by .Alexis 
Korner, In which he said at one point 
that Lewis had a fine technique despie 
using the "old piano posiüion of the pre- 
Bach period a position in which the 
thumb is never used”. I had no idea who 
Komer was, but anyone who knew (a) 
that Lewis was a great pianist and (b) 
what happened to thumbs pre-1 700, had 
to be a great scholar in my book. 

Thumbs or no thumbs, Lewis’s kind of 
plano proved totally addictive for mre, 
and I only: have to put on that sclfsame 
record 27 years later to be immediately 
submerged in those swirling, thumping 
rhythms, and camicd away. Î never 
became quite so infected by the vocal 
blues that Korner loved: it was the piano 
blues, of which boogie is only a variety, 
that got into my bloodsiream and Icft me 
infected for life. But then there are many 
different ways of catching ihe blues” 
When Elvis Presley crashed on to the 
scene, I looked down my nose at this:

Black ` 
music and derivatives of it have become 
so much taken for granted that we often 
forget where they come from, and we talk ` 
of the Beatles and the Rolling Stones a5- 
British growths, which is a bit like saying 
that the Californians inveoted wine. Jazz 
was the first black music, after raglimc., 
that hit the public. Later it was rock 'n 
roll. a white mans sweet version of 
rhyihm n" blues, and then finally i1 was 
the real thing, the real city blues, that.

nd now even thal has begun to run Out of 
sicam.

forgeL Black pop music is mostly derived 
«now from soul music, which in turn gocs 
hack 1o gospel music, the sanctified 
shouting of the biack congregalion. lt 
docsn"t do a great decal for me, hut lhcn. 
there isn’t much hope for someone who 
sill puts on old Meade Lux Lewis 
records. 

Oddly cnough. the very first black pianist T . 
saw performing alone was no1 a blues or 
even a jazz performer. in 1960. as the

myself alone in New York for 1hrec 
months. I1 workcd by day and went in 
Jazz clubs at night. One night I went fo a . 
jazz club which was prcsenlng no fewer 
than three attractions. Bill Harris, a now- 
forgotlien solo guitaris. Ornette Colc- 
man. a naive but compelling revolution- 

saxophonist. And. top of the bill. 
Nina Simone. who sang dramatic songs 
and played dramaıic piano that incorpor- 
ated gospel. jazz. blues and classical hits 
and pleces.

When the American scientist, 
Professor Charles Townes re- 
ceived his Nobel prize in {9A4 
for the development of a maser 
there was some dissalisfactrıon 
in France over the ignoring of 
Kastler. This was put righi to 
years later when the French 
physicist was recognized. 

He was Director of the 
French National Scierce Re- 
srarch Centre when he retired in 
1972: buti his teaching and 
rescarch created the field of 
Opto Electronics and laid the 
foundation for the present 
successes of French industry ın 
the application of laser and fibre 
optic communications in intor- 
mation technology. 

Kastler, whose work received 
wide academic recognition 
abroad, also had strong learings 
toward pacifism. and was 
associated publicly with move- 
ments against the Vietnam war, 
against the French independent 
deterrenı and against 1he missile 
programmes of both the Soviet 
Union and the United Slates. 

in |924 Kasıler married Elise 
Cosset: {hey had two sons and 
one daughter. 


Physicist who developed the laser 


Professor Alfred Kastler, the 
French scientist who discovered 
the fundamental phenomenon 
on which first the maser and 
then the laser were based, died 
at Bandol, France, en January 
7. at the age of 81. He received 
Nobel prize for physics in 

When Kastler was born in 
Guebwiller, in Alsace, on May 
3, 1902, the region was parî of 
Germany before ils er to 
France after the First World 
War. He began his teaching 
career in Alsace and held 
teaching positions in other 
provincial universities. In 1941 
he became Professor of Physics 
at he University of Paris, a post 
he held for 27 years, 

In 1950 Kesler developed a 
system known as “opti 
pumping” for which he eventu- 
ally was awarded his Nobel 
prize, It was 3 procedure 
whereby atoms — usually gases 
in his first experiments —~ were 
illuminated wrth Frequencies of 
Hight thal ihe atoms were 
capable of absorbing. After a 


‘cerain amount of light had 


been absorbed, the atoms 
attained momentarily higher 
energy states at which they were 
unstable and re-enmstied the 
ight energy as an intense pure 
beam of radiation. 

Kastler used both visible light 
and radio waves to stimulate 
ıhe atoms of the substances he 
was studying, and from the 
manner in which they re-emii- 
ted the energy he deduced facts 
about the structure of the atoms 
that could not be found easily 
by available methods of labora- 
tory analysis. 

The technique led directly to 
the development of masers and 
lasers in which the intense 
beams of light became useful in 
industry for welding. in medi- 
cine for delicate surgery and in 
communications for sending

rapidly developed a stvle which 
reproduced persuasively and 
clearly in newspapers and 
magazines and on hoardings, 
and in 1932 he opened a studio 
in Hendon.

Wildman continued lo be 
active as a photographer unl 
his retirement in 1963. when he 
went to live in Aberaeron. In 
Wales. He was married 1wice. 
and is survived by lwo sons and 
four daughters. 


Mr Shaw Wildman, who died 
on December 27, was one of the 
leading figures in the early days 
of fashion and commercial 
photography in the 1930°s and 
1940's. His clear. sharp images 
made him much sought after atl 
a time when the potentialities of 
photography for advertising 
purposes were only beginning tO 
be realized. 

He was born in Accrington. 
in Lancashire, in 1900, but his 
career was made in the South. 
After a year in the Royal Flying 
Corps, he began work in Fleet 
Stree. where he became 
especially interested in adver- 
usement layout, ai a time when 
literal Iithographed drawings 
and processed photographs 
were the usual methods of 
illustration. : 

in 1929 he became a pro- 
fessional photographer himself 
ip order to take photographs 
which would be naturally 
effective in advertising. He

first moment she demanded 
professıonalism, but her skill 
and judgment created excite- 
menL and she always 1laught 
and criticised with love anG 
humour.
